Ever since the beginning of the sum- 
mer when most of the other towns were | 
announcing their tax rates, Andover has 
been waiting for the Board of Assessors 
to make an announcement about the 
local rate. Lately 
been levelled at the Board because of the 
delay, but the assessors say that it was

impossible to announce the rate earlier 
because of all the work involved as a 
result of the survey conducted by the | 
Haverhill firm of Morse and Dickinson. 
For two years in a row the rate has come 
out late, both years presumably because 
new valuations were being put into effect. 
The Haverhill firm still needs $5560 
with which to complete its work, so that 
probably next year Andover will again 
be treated to its tax rate on October} 
first, or approximately two months and 
a half after most of the other towns 
announce theirs. 

At the beginning of the week the 
Town Treasury had to borrow $50,000 
to carry on the Lown’s business until the 
tax money starts coming in. The cost to 
the town will be around $58, and it is 
kept this low thanks only to an unusSu-} 


ally low rate of interest. If the tax rate 
y | 


had been announced earlier, this extra 
expense would not have been necessary, 
since a large part of the income from | 
taxation arrives well ahead of the due 
date. Of course, $58 is not much, but} 
still it could be put to far more worthy | 
uses than as interest on a note which the 
town really should not have been forced | 
to negotiate. 

Tax bills on real estate in every com- 
munity throughout the state are due} 
October 15, and if not paid sixteen days | 


after the due date, interest charges are 
imposed. Taxpayers in those communi-| 
ties which announced their rates in mid- | 
summer have had all that extra time in} 
which to prepare for payment. Fortun-| 
ately, because of the lowered valuations, 
the bills in general will be lower in} 
Andover this year, so that the haste} 
with which the money must be gathered | 
together will probably not cause the 
trouble that would have been brought 
about had the rate been higher. Never- 
theless, people like to know how much 
they have to pay a

and the present rector of Christ church, Rev 
Charles W. Henry. 

The address of Bishop Lawrence follows 

“When Frederic Palmer became rector of 
this parish, his friends immediately Mcog

When, therefore, in 1888, he 
again came back to Andover, this time as 
rector of Christ church, he brought a mind 
sympathetic with the religious traditions and 
thought of Andover, with also a clear convic 
tion as to the position of the Episcopal church 
in New England, and also a broader practical 
outlook on life from his Philadelphia exper 
ience. 

“In a perfectly natural way, therefore, he 


made for himself a place in the town of | 


Andover and its schools. His old teacher in 
Homiletics, Professor Phelps, would now be 
considered old-fashioned in his conception of 
a sermon; but he gave one impression to his 
students which is of permanent worth; that a 
sermon is not an informal talk, a series of 


anecdotes, or an hastily prepared address, | 


but that it is a piece of work worthy of a 
man’s best thought, careful construction, and 
spiritual experience, The purpose of a sermon 
is to move men’s deepest emotions, guide 
their strongest thought, and lead them to 
Christ and the forming of a Christlike charac 
ter 

‘To Frederic Palmer his weekly sermon 
was 4 real piece of work: its preparation ran 
back into years of reading and study, as well 
as association with men, women, and children 
in the routine of pastoral life. Perhaps the 
most marked trait in Palmer's writing and 
speech was his clearness of expression. He 
allowed no hazy ideas, no muddy thought, 
no undigested opinions, to pass his lips 
Every paragraph was carefully worked out 
and every sentence clearly expressed. There 
was &@ precision of utterance, a distinction of 
tone, a clear cutting of each word, which 
emphasized this habit of thought; so that ifa 
listener went out of church with hazy notions 
about any religious problem, it was not Pal 
mer’s fault. When freed from his manuscript, 
and speaking without notes, he gave his emo 
tions full play, and perhaps was most effec 
tive in such addresses

Hence Palmer stepped into the fray with a 
determination to show that the Church was 
wider than ahy one man’s opinion or any 
party’s cry and he wrote his volume “ Liberty 
Then 
followed another book expressing truths very 
dear to him on “The Winning of Immortal- 
ity.” Then came “Poems by Frederic and 
Mary Palmer,” an essay on “The Virgin 
Birth” and “ Heretics, Saints and Martyrs.” 
Wins Honorary Degree 

It was natural that the Episcopal Theo- 
logical school in recognition of these works 
gave him in 1910 the Honorary Degree of 
Doctor of Divinity, the second man to receive 
such an honor, the first being Dr. Slattery 
“Such reaching into the depths and heights 
of spiritual truth enriched his life, his talk, 
his friendship, his work as pastor and preach- 
er, and his citizenship. For as years passed he 
became to the town more than the rector of 
the Episcopal church, he was a citizen to be 
reckoned with in criticism of public delin- 
quency or in service when duty called him 
out. And throughout the twenty-five years of 
his pastorate, Andover Hill and Andover 
Town were one to him: and both found in him 
a warm friend, a tried character, a worthy 
prophet and a reconciler of differences. In his 
love of his fellowmen, in his determination to 
seek and know the truth, in his distrust of the 
efficiency of force and his sincerity of spiritual 
purpose, he was a man of peace 

“His nineteen years of later life as editor 
of The Andover Theological Review, as

This notification is in accordance with 
Chapter 132, General Laws, which requires 
cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater 
yillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and 
yrown tail moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such 
eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy the same 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part, 
according to the value of the land, is assessed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land. (Section 
18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to 
co-operate with the town in its work on high- 
ways and other public grounds by doing 
effective work on their premises. Citizens 
| who have cleaned their premises of the 
| moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the Selectmen. The in- 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
| destroyed at once with creosote. I hey should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. Careful search should be made for 
gypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fences 
jand in rubbish heaps, ets r'rees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented, This is important. The present 
and future cost of combating this insect can 
be greatly reduced by cutting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, etc. A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to 
the property owner and the community than 
a large number of neglected trees 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace
